Burns Destructively 3rd Day 


Kansas City, Mu., July 16 </P> The 
n atio n ’s costliest flood passed it* d e­ 
d u c tiv e peak in the K ansas City 
area today and surged on eastw ard 
in Missouri. 
But this m etropolitan area ol 900,- 
000 persons and eastern and central 
K ansas still reeled from the impact 
of high waters.

H arrisburg, July 16 <JP)—It was a 
July day In 1842 
G overnor David

estate and personal property taxes 
by one mill. It settled for the tax 
on th e proposition th a t counties 
would collect and retu rn the money 
to th e Com m onw ealth for state p u r­ 
poses.

1842. for a total of 
204 calendar days. 
Income Tax This Time

session in 1842. 
But it’s an incom e tax, not the 
real estate tax as in 1842. th a t s 
proloriglng the 1951 Legislature. It 
has been in session for 196 calendar 
davs since last Jan u ary 2.

BROCCOLI IN LATE G A R D E N S 
Not only is broccoli one of the 
new'-comers among popular vege­ 
tables in this country, but it is grad­ 
ually winning wider favor because 
housewives are learning that the 
green coloring m atter in the tender 
heads renders broccoli far richer in 
valuable vitamins than white cauli­ 
flower. Too, it is resistant to light 
frosts, thus meriting om phali in 
late garden plans. 
The most widely grown variety. 
Italian Oreen Sprouting, retches 
edible size in a minimum of 70 days 
after sowing seed. The less widely 
known De Cicco variety matures 
about IO days curlier. Both produce 
later and extra heads on the lower 
stems after the first or central Jiead 
has been harvested Therefore, with 
proper care late broccoli will con­ 
tinue to bear in this latitude until
